Portland, Maine., Sept. 9.—Maine 
rolled up a big off-year plurality for the 
Republicans In the election Monday, 
approximating 27,000 In comparison 
with 12,000 for the average of other 
years. Complete returns will be very 
late owing to the remoteness of some 
towns. 
Figures from 240 cities and 
towns give Hill, Republican, 40,962; 
Gould, Democrat, 24,587. 
The same 
towns two years ago gave Hill, Repub­ 
lican, 47,431; Lord, D em ocrats,754. 
The legislature, while strongly Re­ 
publican, will have an uncommon num­ 
ber of Democratic members, some of 
the strongest Republican towns of the 
state electing representatives of that 
party. The senate will have one Dem­ 
ocrat in thirty-one 
members, L. M. 
Staples of Knox county. 
In the First congressional district. 
Congressman Allen, Republican, was 
re-elected over Dr. Seth C. Gordon of 
Portland, Democrat, and Fred E. Irish, 
a Socialistst, with a plurality of about 
5500, as against a plurality of 7000 two 
years ago. 
Mr. Allen who succeeded 
Hon. Thos. Reed for whom hp was 
secretary, ran behind his ticket in 
York and Cumberland counties. 
Dr. 
Gordon’s personal popularity contri­ 
buted this result. 
In the Fourth district, owing to its 
great area, the returns are not com­ 
plete, but the estimates is Congress­ 
man Powers, 
Republican, 
has been 
elected by a plurality of 7000 over 
Thomas White, Democrat. 
In the Third district. Congressman 
Burleigh got the Prohibitionist vote 
and ran slightly ahead of his ticket, 
defeating E. H. Henson, Democrat. 
In the Second district Congressman 
Littlefield had no difficulty in defeat­ 
ing his Democratic opponent, running 
well ahead of his ticket. 
The city and county contest nearly 
all presented features, but the most 
Interesting was that 
in Cumberland

Staples of Knox county. 
In the First congressional district. 
Congressman Allen, Republican, was 
re-elected over Dr. Seth C. Gordon of 
Portland, Democrat, and Fred E. Irish, 
a Socialists^ with a plurality of about 
5500, as against a plurality of 7000 two 
years ago. 
Mr. Allen who succeeded 
Hon. Thos. Reed for whom he was 
secretary,

York and Cumberland counties.
